The scheme worked 
pretty well, and Officer Lynch rushed out to 
put a stop to the tight, when a big Mexican 
named Ballestero jumped him and had bim 
down choking him, when Officer Collins 
came to the rescue and knocked Sallestero 
out by hitting him over the head with his 
handcuffs, and the choker was placed under 
urrest ard sent to the police station. in the 
meantime, however, the other ruffians had 
not been idie. The election was heldin a 
rtairway inthe building, and when they 
saw Lynch start for the street, a gang, 
headed by ahackman named Long Jobn, 
made a break for the stairway. Officer 
Bowler, who was in charge of the box, 
started up the steps and when half way up 
drew his club to keep back the angry mob. 
At this time it looked as though bloodshed 
could not be averted. There was a howling 
gang of hoodiums at the foot of the stairs. 
At the head of the staircase Officers Lev- 
erich and McKenzie stood with drawn re- 
volvers, and at the foot of the steps Officer 


Fitch stood to keep out the crowd, while 
half way up was Bowler with the bal- 
lot-box. ing that they could not 


get the box, the hoodiums fell back. Some 
one shouted to the officers to put up their 
revolvers, and, after a short stop, the ballot- 
ing was proceeded with. It is also claimed 
that a number of revolvers were drawn in 
the crowd, but none were discharged. There 
was no further disturbance until about 9 
o’clock, when a crowd attempted to force 
ap entrance into the rear room, where the 
judges were counting the ballots, but there 
was too large a force of police present, and 
they gave up the idea of trving to interfere, 
and the count proceeded under a guard of 
blue-coats, that looked like war times, on 
account of the number present.

WHAT SOME OF THESE MIND- 
HEALERS ACOOMPLISA. 


They Take Your $2 and Drive a Non- 
Kxisting Disease Out Through 
Your Feet—Tfhey Kuchre the Gul- 
lible and Sometimes Accomplish 
More. 


From time to time THE Times has called 
the attention of its readers to a gang of 
spiritualistic fakirs who are constantly 
popping up among the superstitious classes. 
These fakirs are among the sharpest and 
most dishonest of all confidence operators, 
and during the past few years they have 
become so bold that they will rob poor, 
half-witted cranks under the very nose of 
the police department. 

Several materializing mediums have been 
exposed in this city during the past year 
and their tricks given away, and yet the 
poor, blind fools, who were ever ready to be 
robbed, are willing and anxious to take up 
with the latest set of thieves “ton deck.” 

It has been well said that there are but 
two classes in this world, the humbugs and 
the humbugged, and from the way in which 
people are being “done up’ in this city it 
would seem that the latter class is very 
fully represented. 

THE LATEST FAKES. 

The latest scheme is bolder than anv that 
has ever been sprung before, and as near as 
can be learned it is being worked with suc- 
cess. It is worked in this way: A lecturer 
advertises in the papers that he will hold a 
meeting ata certain hour of a certain day in 
a well-knuwn hall. He goes on with a 
great flourish to inform a long-suffering 
people that he will intorm them, free of 
charge, how any disease, even the most 
stubborn, can be cured by faith. He pub- 
lisnes the strongest kind of references, and 
when the time for his lecture comes 
around, a concourse of people who are suf- 
fering from ali kinds of chronic diseases, 
hobble into the hall and listen in open- 
mouthed astonishment tothe smooth talk of 
the fakir. 

He telis them that he has received from 
divine influence the power of curing any 
and all diseases known to humanity. He 
tells them that if they will only have faith 
that he can cure them, and that if they will 
call at his office ata certain hour the next 
day he will treat any of them at the rate of 
$2 a head 

Of course, there are a lot of gulis in the 
audience, and the lecturer reaps a harvest 
at his office the next day and for several 
days after. He lectures once a week, and, 
with this impetus, captures gulls enough to 
run him until the next week.

axe for 1891, when it should have been 


After some debate, the Chairman an- 
nounced that there was no motion before 
the meeting, and the matter was dropped 
for the time being. ; 

Mr. Robinson offered an amendment pro- 
viding that all intentions to change grades 
or improve streets shall be published 10 
days in a daily newspaper published in the 
city, and that the ordinance directing said 
improvement shall not take effect for 10 
a: after such publication. Carried. 

en. Mansfield called attention to the 
section in regard to the water rights of the 
city, and moved: that section 191 be so 
chan as to read “city” instead of “‘cor- 
poraticn,’’ to make it correspond with the 
tirst section under the article, and the 
chapge was made. 

Some other minor changes were made in 
the phraseology of the sections in regard to 
the water rights of the city, not materially 
changing the provisions of the section, but 


only making the law stronger, to prevent 


the disposition of the water through cor- 
porations, but that it must be sold and dis- 
tributed by the Council directly to the in- 
habitants of the city. 

Mr. Book called attention to section 15, 
and moved that “water and water richts’ 
be inserted among the classes of property 
whicb it shali be lawful for the city to ac- 
quire, which motion was carried. 

Mr. Book moved that the word “twice” 
be retained in the charter, in reference to 
meetings of the Council, so that the Council 
shali meet twice a week. Mr. Book said 
that one of the reasons why the citizens de- 
manded a new charter was because ihe 
municipai affairs were not properly looked 
after, Mr. Muore opposed the motion, say- 
ing that they might as well remain in con- 
tinuous session, After further remarks, 
the motion was lost, notwithstanding the 
ore of the motion made a strong fight 

or it. 

Dr. Kurtz moved that the Council be re- 
quired to collect all taxes sem'-annually, 
and that the section be amended accord- 
ingly. The motion seemed to meet with 
the approval of the board, but there were 
fears that it might be in conflict with the 
general law. The motion was finally 
adopted, if on investigation, Gen. Mans- 
field and ‘IT. B. Brown are of the opinion 
that it will net conflict with the general 


aw. 

Mr. Mackey stated that he wanted to pro- 
vide in the new charter for the payment of 
the teachers in the public schools by the 
month—that is, that the salary should be 
fixed annually and paid monthly, and that 
they should receive full pay for the entire 
year. He thought it was an injustice that 
they should not receive full pay for their 
whole time, as they could not go into any 
other business. se would prefer to reduce 
the monthly pay, if it was too high, but 
they should receive full pay for the year. 

Dr. Kurtz opposed the motion, and there 
was some further talk, when the Chairman 
stated that there was nothing before the 
beard, and he would rule the remarks out of 
order, when Gen. Mansfield moved that the 
menting adjourn. The Chairman was about 
to put the motion, when the question was 
asked as to what further steps should be 
taken in regard to the charter, when a mo- 
tion was made that it be referred to the 
Revisory Committee for the correction of 
clerical errors, to report to the full board at 
2 o’clock next Thursday.

Will they learn to bearin silence the 
painful operation of that ‘blue pencil’’ 
as it vivisects and mutilates their ‘‘best 
lines?” Will they learnto submis- 
sively accept a midnight detail, in a 
driving storm, to the scene of a fire or 
crime two miles away and no street- 
carsrunning? Will there be a poly- 
technic department attached, wherein 
the budding journalists will be taught 
to hang to a transom by their eyebrows 
while they report the proceedings of a 
political caucus? Will they “work in” 
the usual number of ‘‘dull thuds,”’’ 
‘*killed dead,” “‘widow woman,” etc.? 
When they write, “I kissed her sub 
rosa,’ or, kissed her under the silent 
stars.’ and it is printed, ‘‘I kissed her 
snub nosa,”’ or, ‘‘I kicked her under the 
cellar stairs;’’ or, heart bowed down 
with grief and care’’ appears in the 
morning, “‘A heart boiled down§with 

ease and care,” will they pass mirth- 

ully over the matter, or will they se- 
cure a low-browed, thick-set club and 
lay for the proof-reader and the “‘slug”’ 
that set up that take’’? After a cold, 
muddy, midnight trip of two or three 
dozer blocks to a fire, and they write a 
glowing columm of how ‘“‘the devouring 
midnight flames leaped high in air,” 
etc., it appears “Pat Sheeney’s 
grocery was destroyed ‘by fire last 
night; loss, $800; insured,” will 
they resign? Will they be taught 
how to “work in” a “free line 
ad”’ for the cigars? Will they learn to 
cut a clean collar, shirt bosom and a 
pair of cuffs out of cardboard? Will 
they be taught to sit down on the curb- 
stone and calmly write up an account 
of a firein a six-story tenement while 
the occupants, crazed with terror and 

ain, are leaping from the windows or 
alling back into the flames? Will 
they be taught to perch on the end of 
a tie by the side of a railroad wreck 
and serenely sketch the dying agonies 
of the passengers, count the dead and 
wounded and give an estimate of the 
loss to the company? 

There are many other points to be 
learned which cannot well be taught in 
a ‘‘school of journalism.”’ Practical 
work in a printing office is far ahead 
of any college journalistic curriculum.

IMMIGRATION EVILS. 


New York Working Girls 
Tell Sad Stories, 


Employers Resort to Intimidation to 
Suppress Facts. 


A Grand Reunion of Army Teleg- 
raphers at Chicago. 


Biaine’s Proposed Trip to California Not Favored 
by the Party Leaders in the East—Vari- 
ous State Conventions in 
Fall Blast, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, Aug. 16.—[By the Associated 
Press.] ‘The immigration investigation was 
resumed today. Julius Oppenheimer, a 
manufacturer of cloaks, said that in former 
years three-fourths of his employés were 
females. Today the sexes were about 
equally divided. Wages at present were 
10 or 12 per cent. lower than 10 years ago. 
He did not think that immigration had any- 
thing to do with this. 

The line of examination was suspended 
while Congressman Ford fnterrogated the 
witness as to the reason why Marion Pres- 
ton, who gave testimony before the commit- 
tee, was discharged. The explanation was 
that his partner, Willinski, got excited after 
reading the evidence given by her, and on 
the impulse of the moment discharged her. 

“What was there in the girl’s testimony 
that excited your partner?’ asked Ford. 

“Well, [don’t know. She mocked Mr. 
Willinski’s way of talking,” said the wit- 
ness, 

“Was her testimony frue?” 

“She told the truth, but she made fun of 
the way my partner talks,” said Oppen- 
heimer. 

The most interesting testimony given to- 
day was that of Samuel Gompers, president 
of the American Federation of Labor. 
Chairman Ford asked him his opinion of 
the present excessive immigration. His 
opinion summarized wasas follows: He 
considers that usbealthy and forced immi- 
gration 1s a curse to workingmen. Volun- 
tary immigration he could not find fault 
with. Gomper said that four years ago, 
when times were hard in Poland and the 
Jews were persecuted, Hebrew charity or- 
ganizations were formed here and helped 
thousands of Polish Jews to this country. 
They were given employment in cigar and 
cloak factories, with the result that Amer- 
icans were crowded fo the wall, as the for- 
eigners worked for very low wages. Wit- 
ness said that the charitable men made 
money on their investment, and wanted 
the peopie to velieve that they were un- 


selfish. The present. condition of 
the American cigarmakers was de- 
lotable, and all on account of 
mmigration. In this city 70 per cent. of 


the cigarmakers were aliens, who never 
could learn to speak English. Twenty 
years ago the condition of affairs was the 
reverse. American cigarmakers’ had been 
compelled to go into other business. Wit- 
ness was certain that females who testified 
would be discharged for so doing. The fur- 
niture workers also suffered from enforced 
immigration, their wages having been re- 
duced from 20 to 50 per cent. in the past six 
years. The Same state of affairs exists 
among the tailors from the same cause. 
Coal miners sutfer from the enforced immi- 
gration of Hungarians. Witnes; defined 
the phrase “pluck me” as a stcre where 
miners were compelled to buy supplies be- 
cause the proprietors were interested in tne 
store.! Miners’ wages had fallen 50 per 
cent., While coal was selling as usual. 

Hermano Stein, a flannel-snirt manufac- 
turer, said that the testimony given before 
the committee by Mary Berg, that wit- 
ness was in the habit of. importing sag od 
ers to work in hissfactory, was basely false 
“The oaly true statement she made,” said 
the witness, “‘was that I reduced the wages 
half a cent a dozen, and tell you now 
that we are going to raise the Wages again. 
She was an agitator in the shop, and 1 was 
glad to get rid of her.” 

Mary F. T. Bric. living at 116 Mulberry 
strect, said that she worked at button holes, 
and only earned 40 cents a day by using her 
needie from 5o0’clock in the morning until 
10 o’clock at night. She shares with three 
families four rooms, for which $15 a 
month is paid, there being 15 persons 
living in the apartments. 


VETERAN TELEGRAPHERS. 


Reunion of the Old-timers—Their 
| Services in the War. 

CuicaGco, Aug. 16.—[By the Associated 
Press.| lt wasa jolly, merry, great-hearted 
crowd which thronged the decks of Capt. 
David Cochrane’s steamer, the John A. 
Dix, this afternoon. The representatives 
of two great eras in the history of the 
United States had been tendered an excur- 
sion on Lake Michigan by the local tele- 
graph association, and it was not at all 
inappropriate that at least one of the or- 
ganizations present should take its outing 
on a boat named after one who had said 
that instant death alone could atone for any 
disrespect to the American flag. The 
crowd on this occasion was composed of 
the representatives of the “Old-time Tele- 
graph Operators” and “The United States 
Military Telegraph Corps” of the civil war, 
who for two days have met together in 
joint session for the furtherance of good 
fellowship. 

The first of these organizations repre- 
sentsthe entire telegraph service of the 
United States during the first 25 years of 
its existence. It includes in its member- 
ship the boys who handled the first rude in- 
struments at the time. of their invention by 
Morse. When the armies of the Union 
swept across the vast theater of war, some 
in the far West along the Mississippi, some 
marching on Atlanta, and others fighting on 
the bloody fields in Virginia, it was neces- 
sary to keep in secret communication with 
the headquarters in Washirg*o». This only 
could be done by means of. the telegraph. 
Each army had its corp: of teleg:aphers 
with it, and their duties were particularly 
arduous. The vexations attendant 
upon the incidents. of cam life 
were theirs. They worked early and 
late, receiving and sending dispatches, 
translating ciphers and keeping in constant 
communication wWicu detached corps and 
with headquarters. Sometimes the opera- 
tor was exposed to peculiar dangers. Often 
during the retreat of an army he and his 
fellows would be left inthe rear exposed 
to the enemy until the last moment, in or- 
der to take advantage of any hope which 
might be sent ‘n the way of intelligence 
that reinforcements were at hand. Often 
the operator climbed the telegraph poles, 
and, connecting his instruments with ‘a 
wire, would hold communication, while ex- 
posed to the galling fire of the rebel shar 
shooters. He slept in swamps, and lald 
his life down on the battle-field as 


bravely as the bravest soldier. But 
the peculiar responsibility of the 
service lay with the cipher operators. 


There were about five of these in 
Wweepagvee and each general had one with 
him, ‘Thecipher operator received and in- 
dispatches of the most momentous 
nature. Often he had the password long in 
advance of the time when it was to be used. 

Mr. E. Rosewater, editor of the Omaha 
Bee, had the password of the corps with 
which he was connected for weeks in ad- 
vance, and when not even the General of 
the Army knew it. During the great civil 
struggle over 15,000 miles of wire were in 
operation, and over 18,000,000 messages 
were estimated to have been sent. About 
1200 operators were emp'oyed, and nearly 
300 were killed, wounded or .captured on 
the field of battle. Through the efforts of 
Gen, Rosecrans a bill was introduced in the 
House which recognized the value of their 
services during the war, and made provi-

Caza, without the least 
warning, drew a revolver and fired, the ball 
striking Pilon in the heart. 

After the murder Caza walked quietly 
back to Coteau station, and meeting two of 
the hands, asked them to have a drink. 
They assented, and after drinking he dis- 
charged his revolver at them twice. After 
that he remained hanging about the station 
till about 12 o’clock, when he was lost sizht 
of. His trunk and valise were filled with 
fine wearing apparel, and a number of ps- 
pers showing that he had at one time been 
at Butte City, Mont.,and Murray, Idaho. 

The murderer was seen at St. Polycarpe 
this morning. Caza returned last winter 
from the gold fields of California, where he

The Senats Refuses to Postpone the 
Fisheries Treaty.

Wasuincron (D.C.), Aug. 16.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Scnate.—In the Senate 
today Mr. Morgan’s motion to postpone the 
fisheries treaty till December was defeated 
by a strict party vote—yeas, 24; nays, 27. 

Mr. Reagan took the floor on the Presi- 
dent’s annual message.

The Lumber Trusts’ Work, 
{San Diegan.) 

In alate number of the Examiner 
we find this declaration: ‘The lumber 
trust killed the boom in San Diego.” 
This is partially correct, and partially 
incorrect. Itis correct that, to a cer- 
tain extent, the lumber trust stopped 
some building here. It is incorrect 
that it killed the boom. The town is 
not dead. We are going on with it, 
but in a lessened degree. It is just 
as true in thafrespect as that the lum- 
ber trust has killed our lumber-yard 
business, or that high-priced real estate 
drove ego away. Both are suffering 
from it, and he must be a blind man 
who cannot see it. The lumber trust 
stopped the building of a fine block 
on the corner of Sixth and E, where 
the cellar had been made ready for the 
foundation. It is now fenced in to 
keep pedestrians from falling into it. 
The lumber trust stopped the erection 
of a fine block opposite the Russ Hotel, 
corner Fourth and E.. The lumber

trust arrested the building of a block 
on the corner of Third and D, and 
another near the Turn Verein Hall, 
and in several other places, all of which 
are now ciosed up and awaiting lower 
prices. If the $2 tariff had been taken 
off, even that reduction would. 
rhaps, have pushed these build- 
ngs along, but as it was added and 
added to by the mills above, the result 
is that the lumber that would have 
gone into them is lying idle in our lum- 
ber-yards, and interest accruing on the 
outlay for it. Trusts, monopolies, 
tariff and overreaching real-estate men 
have a long and large uecount to settle 
up in the bistory of San Diego for the 
last twoyears, People know this, and 
it cannot be concealed. The masses 
will scarcely be hoodwinked into be- 
lieving that it is cheaper to pay $42 per 
thousand for certain lumber than it is 
to pay $0. It is asking too much for 
one to believe such iniernal nonsense— 
such devilish cheating. 


A Brilliant Financial Kxploit. 
|Giobe Democrat. | 

In 1887 the Federal Government ad- 
vertised for bids for 2000 blankets for 
the medical department of the army. 
The specifications were plain as to the 
texture and quality of the fabric, and 
the weight was to be four pounds. The 
loweg, bids were one trom an American 
mantfacturer for $2.56 and one from 
an English maker for $2.25. There was 
a difference, therefore, of only 31 cents 
between thes bids, the British figures 
being the price delivered in this 
country, minus the duty. Under such 
circumstances the natural inference 
would be that the Government would 
give the contract to the American 
manufacturer, and keep in this coun- 
try the money which they would cost, 
so that this money would go to the 
benefit of domestic labor. The illus- 
trious statesmen and reformers who 
are running the country just now, how- 
ever, did not take this view of the mat- 
ter. They sawa chance whereby the’ 
Government could make 31 cents on a 
bianket. or $620 on the whole transac- 
tion, and grasped it. The contract 
was given to England. 

One of the national statutes permits 
the Government to bring in free of 
duty any commodity which it needs 
for its own use. Under this law the 
2000 British blankets were impurted. 
The duty on these blankets at ihe 
regular 18c a pound and 35 per cent. 
ad valorem rate would be about $3016. 
To save $620 to the Government, the 
Administration, in this transaction, 
cheated the Government ont of 
$3016 in revenues. Here was a 
clear gain of $2396 in cold caush— 
on the wrong side of the accoant. 
The $4560 sent out of the courtry 
represented a loss to the American 
wool-grower and to the laborer in the 
American woolen factory. The only 
individual benefited by the scheme | 
was the British manufacturer. But 4, 
must be remembered that $620 was 
saved to the Government, although 
the Government lost $3016 in doing it. 
It was atriumph of stutesmanship, a 
marve! of diplomatic skill and saga- 
city. It was one of the most brilliant 
financial exploits of the century.

This is my first experience in camping 
out, and really it’s very “‘jolly” in the 
language of the small boy. Of course 
if one comes here expecting to find 
velvet carpets, lace curtains and parlor 
grands in every apartment, he will 
naturally bé somewhat disappointea; 
put if he can pocket bis luxurious 
tastes, forget his formality, and leave 
his tall bat and best broadcloth at 
home, giving himself up to pure, undi- 
luted enjoyment and superb indiffer- 
ence to personal appearance, he will be 
happy and pronounce camp life simply 
delightful.

The Victim of an VUpium Fiend and

A sad case of destitution, ill-treatment 
and abuse came to light at the police station 
yesterday which shouid be thoroughly in- 
vestigated, and if the facts are true as 
stated, something should be done for the 
unfortunate woman who is now at the City 
Prison utterly penniless,‘and, so far as is 
known, without friends. Yesterday morp- 
ing a woman, very poorly dressed, apd with 
her feet on the ground. caine to the station, 
saying that she was without money and 
needed assistance. She said that her name 
was Mrs. Hempstead, and that she had just 
come out of the County Hospital, where 
she had been for the past three mon:‘hs, 
The woman was not at tirst inclined to 
talk, but she was finally prevailed upon by 
Jailer William Clayton to give him jer 
whole story. She said that she came 
to Los Angeles some six years o 
with her husband, a man named Smit 
and her who afterward 
to Mich Smith died some time 
age, when Tr” married a waiter here by the 
name of Charlies Hempstead. Hempstead, 
she s yS, was.a confirmed “dope fiend,” 
and forced her to acquire the habit His 
health failed him, when he attempted to 
torce her to enter a house of prostitution. 
She refused to do so, when she was put un- 
der the influence of the drug and carried 
to Myrtle McDonald’s place,on Alameda 
street. As soon as she came to her senses, 
she caused so much trouble in her efforts to 
get out of the plave that she was carried off 
and placed ina house on Sainsevain street. 
There was ome talk about her case in the 
papers atthe time, she said but she was in 
such a condition that she could not get out 
of the clutches of the wretch. she calls her 
husbani. Some months ago she gave birth 
to a child, which, she says, was 
taken away from her, and she has 
never since seen it, and when 
she be moved she was 
taken to the County Hospital, where she 
remained until Wednesday, when she was 
discharged. She came into the city, anda 
charitable nest gave her a dollar with 
which she gota bed and breakfast yesterday 
mage, | after which she came tothe sta- 
tion. she says that while che was in the 
hospita] ber husband took her baby and dis- 
eppeared with it, and that she does not 
know where he is. Jailer Clayten took the 
woman up to see Mrs. Watson, and also 
went to see Officer Wright of the Humane 
Society, and thinks that he will be able to 
make some provision for her. The woman 
says she. only wants work to get tw her 
father, who is in Nashville, Tenn. The 
officers think that she may be a little silly 
from the effects of the drug she was forced 
to take, but that she wants to lead a virtu- 
ous life, if she can get an opportunity. The 
man whom she calls her husband is a mem- 
ber of the “mac’’ eeeey, bis name being 
Charles Hempstead, and he has been ar- 
rested more than once for vagrancy. He 
was a waiter at the New Denison and 
other hotels.
